In 1948, tackle Stan Ma.utdiri 
cf the Chicago Cardinals collapsed 
tnd died in Ihe dressing room 
about an hour after. a game. 


Dr. Sidney Tyroler of Arlington 


hospital said Sparks' death "ap- 
parently" was caused by a heart 
attack. But he said no exact C.JUKC 
of death could be given until the 
autopsy is performed today. 


•There was speculation that a hip 


injury Sparks suffered during the 
game may hnve caused a fatal 
blood clot. The injury, suffered in 
the Second quarter of the game,

In 1948, tackle Stan Ma.utdiri 
cf the Chicago Cardinals collapsed 
tnd died in Ihe dressing room 
about an hour after. a game. 


Dr. Sidney Tyroler of Arlington 


hospital said Sparks' death "ap- 
parently" was caused by a heart 
attack. But he said no exact C.JUKC 
of death could be given until the 
autopsy is performed today. 


•There was speculation that a hip 


injury Sparks suffered during the 
game may hnve caused a fatal 
blood clot.

• The national referendum on' up- J^1 
land cotton marketing quotas, to tu^ 
ibe held December 14, will be the 
ninth vote of its kind, Garland 
Kidd, Chairman of the Hempstead 
County Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Committee, said 
today.

"0,000 bales. The "Normal supply" 
igure of 17.7 million bales includ- 
ed estimated domestic consumption 
of 9.1 million bales and exports 
of 4,5 million bales, plus a 30 per- 
cent "carryover" reserve of 4.1 
million bales. Thus the prospective 
;otal supply for 1954-55 exceeded 
;he normal supply by more than 
3.8 million bales. 


The November Crop Report in- 


creased the total supply by 716,000 
">ales. The total supply is so large 
hat the Secretary of Agriculture 
was required by law to establish 
;he national 
marketing quota at 


the minimum of 10 million bales. 


The Agricultural Act of 1954 pro- 


vided for a "set aside" of 3 to 4 
million bales of cotton. This set- 
aside is included in the total sup- 
i ply in determining acreage allot- 


ments and marketing quotas. When 
the level of price support is deter- 
mined, however, the set-aside is 
not considered in the total supply. 


Marketing 
quotas 
operate 


through acreage allotments. Grow- 
er Who exceeds the cotton acreage 
allotment for his farm, under 
a 


cotton marketing quota program, 
will be subject to a marketing quo- 
ta penalty of 50 per cent of parity 
on the farm's excess production. 
Growers who do not exceed their 
cotton allotments may market free 
of penalties all the 1955 cotton pro- 
duction from their farms.
